Harry Parks, the well known log- 


ger, who Is operating extensively on 
tlie Soo, has just started an innova- 
tion that will undoubtedly be followed 
by other loggers In the future.

Parks lias liad constructed for him a 
steam log engine, something after the 
form of the ordinary traction engine, 
especially adapted for lodging pur- 
poses. With this enginehe pulls over 
a twelve mile haul, at the rate of 
seven miles an hour, eight heavily 
loaded slelglis, as well as a large wat- 
er sprinkler. He hauls in this way 
100.000 feet of logs at each trip, mak- 
ing several trips a day.

These figures do not give tl»e total 


number killed as It b impossible to 
get reliable Information on tliat. 
Hundreds of deer we re slain and eaten 
in camp while a large number were 
transported by wagon to neighboring 
town'. Warden Stone estimates that 
at least 11,000 deer were killed. 


Last year the figures were placed at 


about 10,000. At this rate It can be 
plainly seen tliat unless steps are 
adopted for more rigid game laws tliat 
In time there will be few deer left to 
kill.
